A SHORT SERMON.

“For the earth bringeth forth frnitof herself; first, the blade, 
then the ear, after that the full cora in the ear.”” Mark 4, 28, 

Jesus was a very plain and practical preacher. The 
doctrines which he taught were clearly stated in lan- 
guage that the “common people” could understand. 
The duties of life were plainly and beautifully en- 
forced. Many of his illustrations are called “parables.” 
They are drawn from nature, from the business pur- 
suits of life, or from the daily habits of the people who 
lived in Judea at the time of Ohrist’s ministry. When 
Jesus preached to the people he did not use “great, 
éwelling words,” the meaning of which the people 
Could not comprehend. He never placed “the bread of 
life” so high that the people could not reach it, 

Our text iss parable designed to illustrate religious 
growth. In Ohriat’s day various kinds of grain were 
called “corn.” To raise grain of avy kind, certain 
things are needed and certain duties have to be per- 
formed. We must have soil on which to sow the grain; 
it does not grow on rocks or trees. Not only is coil 
needed, but the soil must be prepared for the seed. 
That which would hinder the growth of grain must be 
removed. ‘The farmer takes special pains to fit his 
land for the seed. The next thing in order is to have 
seed tosow. The seed from which the grain grows is 
notin the earth, A workman is needed to sow the 
seed ; it can’t sow itself, The seed sown mustsbe pro- 
tected, so that when it springs up out of the earth it 
may not be destroyed by beast or bird. The seed eown 
must be sound and healthy, or it will not germinate, 
take root, spring up, and come to maturity, 
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The soil is intended to represent the mind and heart of 
man. This thought is contained in the parable. In 
another place Jesus says “the field is the world.” The 
seed is the truth. Divine revelation shows us the Son 
of God, who came to eave Jost man; it makes plain 
to our understanding the duties and onsibilities cf 
life. The sowers of the seed are Christians or disciples 


of our Lord and Master, We are called into the 
field to be mere lookers-on ; “we are to work,” If 
we would reap a harvest, we must sow fhe seed in pre- 


pared sail; not just once or twice, but. ¢pnstantly, “In 
the morning sow thy seed, and in the evening with- 
hold not thy band, for thcu knowest not whether shall 
prosper this or that, or both alike good.” 

“The blade” spoken of in the text may represent ths 
commencement of a Christian life. “The blade” is 
emall and tender. Thus it is with those who are “be- 
ginners” in the service of the Master, They “hope 
with trembling.” Little things discoutsge them, and a 
small cross seems large and beavy. springing up 
of a Christian hope in the soul is like the first appear- 
ance of “the blade,” By proper care “the blade” grows, 
the stalk is formed, “the ear appears, and at the proper 
time “the full cor#’in the ear” is seen. 

The young convert has made a good beginning. ’Tis 
onty &begitning. With proper culture there will be 
growth’ Faith will strengthen; love will increase; 
Jesus will dppear“more precious as be is better known ; 
duty will be performed with greater cheerfulness, and 
trials will be endured without murmuring. As “the 
blade” grows till there. appears “the ear and the full 
corn in the ear,” so the Christian gradyally develope all 
through the journey of life, and finally comes down to 
thé grave like a shock of corn fully and ready to 
be gathered into the garner. . 

The happiness of a young convert is like the joy of 
one who, after being lost for a season, has found the 
road that leads to hishome. He knows he is in the 
right way, and that fills his beart with. gladness. St. 
Jobn says, “He that is born of G-d hath the witnees in 
bimeelf.” Starting in the right way is sometimes called 
“the new birth.” Ina religious sense, to “be born” is 
to start, Jesus was born to come down, but man is born 
togoup. St. Paul says, “For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that thoug’ he was rich, yet for 
your sakes he became poor, that ye through his pover- 
ty might be rich.” 

Chrietian growth necessitates great activity and ear- 
nestness. There is so much to be done all through 
one’s Christian life that it is no marvel that 8t. Paul 
said, “Be diligent in business, fervent in spirit, eerving 
the Lord.” Again, “Pray without ceasing, and in 
everything give thanks, for this is the will of God con- 
cerning you.” Unless a Christian man is active and 
earnest, he will accomplish but very little. Some peo- 
ple see but little to do, and do but little, This olass of 
“professors” will never amount to much in the relig- 
ious world, They may have “a form of goodness,” but 
they will not have “the power.” “The blade” will ap- 
pear, but “the ear” and “the fu!l corn in the ear” will 
not put in an appearance. The man who opens his 
eyes and looks over the field will see a vast amount of 
work to be done, and he will be ready and willing to 
do any part of the work that the Master requires. 
Those who work, and those only, will have religious 
growth. 

Commencing study does not mske one scholarly. 
Those who wcu'd be scholarly must patiently and per- 
severingly pursue their studies, By so doing the stu- 
dent inoreases in intellectual strength. 8» in religion. 
We are to begin and then persevere. “They that wait 
upon the Lord shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up as on wings of eagles; they shall run and 
not be weary, and they shall walk and not taint.” 
Young converts should at once be set to work. An 
idle Ohristiai will die, Calvinism to the contrary not- 
withstanding. A working church will be a spiritual 
and influential church, A working church will grow 
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stronger each day of life. We need to-day an increase 
of influence more than an increase of membership; for 
the former will secure the Jatter, Asa general thing, 
young converts will join the church that has the moat 
life. They do not want to go into a dead church; it 
would be like throwing a living child upon the breast 
of a dead mother. O.ly keep the church at work asd 
properly inetructed with regard to duty, and there will 
be constant religious growth, 

The man who just cares for himself, and will not put 
out time and morey for the good of others, is but a 
poor specimen of a Christian. He will not “grow in 
grace,” and can hardly be said te be in grace at ali, Thote 
who are “new creatures in Obrist Jesus” will give evi- 
dence of that new life by constantly growing. A live 
tree will grow; a dead one will decay. Let us pray for 
more life, more activity, more zaal, and far more of the 
spirit of sacrifice.

Thousands in these 
last days have. proved the precious promise cf God, and 
have been made whele, I know that many who pro- 
fess to believe in Jesus will smile at the doctrine of 
faith-oure, but I_will not condemn them, for I once did 
the same thing myself. They have had no evidence to 
convince them; or, if they have had evidence, thry 
have rejected it. In this they have done wrong. It is 
the duty of all to seek light, not darkness.

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SERMON ON §, 8, LESSON FOR JUNE 17. 
End of the First Missionary Journey—Acts 14; 19-28.

Our last lesson left the apostles in rather a trying po- 
nition. They succeeded by eanctified tact in restrain- 
ing the people from doing sacrifice unto them. It re- 
quired the utmost exertion of wisdom and resoluteness 
to turn them from their purpoee. 

Now another evil interferes. .No doubt the news had 
gone back to Ieonium and Antioch of the success of 
the apostles in their work in and around Lystra and 
Derbe. Perhaps time enough elapsed since the healing 
of the cripple at Lystra for the story to reach Antioch. 
Bome of those who successfully resisted the apostles 
when at Antioch and Iconium came to Lystra. They 
at once set to work to influence the people against the 
apostles. How could they change the feeling of the 
people of Lystra in regard to the spostles in view of 
what had transpired? What effect could their preju- 
dice and misrepresentations have upon the minds of 
the men who witnessed the remarkable physical trans- 
formation of the cripple? He was a citizen of their town. 
He: was known to them as one who had never walk- 
ed. He was now among them restored. Was that 
not enough to forever resist any effort to kindle in their 
minds prejudices against/the apostles? We would eup- 
poseso; but human nature knows no consistency. The 
affections of the public can not be depended upon. 
Pablic favor is as fickle as the wind. Those who said 
“Hosanna” yesterday will be the first to-day to cry, 
“Oruoify him !” 

The Christians of Galatia, 2 province joining Lycao- 
nia, who at One time were ready to pluck out their 
own eyes for the benefit of Paul soon after disregarded 
the sacred principles he taught them. How many a 
minister finds that those who receive him with great 
demonstration when he first comes among them, after- 
wards by all kings of means—secret, contemptible, and 
infamous—seek to injire his reputation and ix fluence! 
1 have known those who were overwhelmed with 
attention at the beginning of their ministry with a 
people, and to be 80 abundantly supplied with food as 
to be greatly in excess of their power of consumption, 
after a while to be so neglected as to make their situa- 
tion exceedingly miserable, and to suffer for the neces- 
sary things of life. This fickleness of the human heart 
has been a very sad item in human history. 

These recreant Jews from Antioch and Iconium did 
succeed in exciting the people of Lystra against the apos- 
tles, It finally reached such a pitch that they made 
violent aseault upon Paul, stoning him and dragging 
him out of the city, where they left him for dead. 

Those in Lystra who believed did not forsake him in 
this peril. When the mob left him the disciples gather- 
ed around him in the ministries of affection. They 
would naturally place him in a position of some com- 
fort to the body, bathe his wcuads, and seek, if possible, 
to bring him to consciousnese. The probability is that 
he was dead, though it may be that he was only stunned. 
While loving hands were dealing kindly with him, be 
came to coneciousness, and after a time was able to get 
up and go with them into the city. 

This violence of the mcb was an outburst of passion 
that seems to bave subsided almost as soon as excited, 
for we hear nothing more of it. Perhaps the rallying 
of friends around Paul had something to do in making 
them ashamed of the mad course they had pursued. 
Ose of these friends present at this time may have 
been the youthful Timothy who afterwards was so 
closely related to the apostle. It must bave had ifs in- 
fluence upon him, and in some measure prepared him 
for after active work in the gospel. Paul seems to re- 
fer to this incident in ‘his life in his second letter to 
the Church at Corinth, “Once I was stoned.” In bis 
second letter to Timothy he calls his attention to the 
persecutions he endured at Lystra: “But thou bast fully 
known my doctrine, manner of life, purpose, faith, 
long-suffering, charity, patience, persecutions, efflictions, 
which came unto me at Antioch, at Iconium, at Lystra; 
whst persecutions I endured; but out of them all the 
Lord delivered me,” 

' The night following this assault the spostles rested, 
and the next day they left Lystra and went to Derbe, 
distant some twenty miles. The location of Derbe is 
pneertain, It was somewhere toward the head of the 
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Paul entered the elevated land of Asia Minor. when 
upon his second miesionery journey, - 

many disciples, They kept 
‘and the instructions of the 
disciples in the Obristian'life. They finally returned 
‘from Derbe to Lystra, then to Iconium, then to Antioch. 

Wherever there were disciples they organized them 
into Ubristian churches, and appointed over them spir- 
itual supervisors. 

Their exhortations to them were earnest. They did 
not hide from them the difficulties they were to endure, 
but assured them that “we must through much tribula- 
tion enter into the kingdom of*God.” There were 
meetings of much prayer, for which the disciples were 
prepared by fasting. To make prayer effective there 
must be spiritual preparation for it. Christians can 
not come to prayer-meeting from a half-hour loungé 
around the store or postoffice, indulging in the pipe 
and frivolous conversation, and be in fit condition for 
holy approach to God in prayer. Many times the pas- 
tor is condemned for want of skill in managing a pray- 
er-meetirg or infusing into it a glowing life, when the 
fault isin the hearts of the people, as so affected by 
worldly association and thought they can not at once 
esgerly approach the throne of grace. It would be well 
on prayer-meeting nights to eat no supper, to spend a 
half hour in the closet, and then go directly to the 
meeting. Were this common our prayer-meetings 
would tell s different story from what they dc. 

The parting benediction of the apostles was to com- 
mend the disciples unto the Lord. It was as if they 
said, Fix your eyes upon Jesus, and the arm of Jesus 
will ever be around you. Paesing from Antioch in 
Pisidia, the apostles came down to Perga in Pamphylia 
where they continued for a season, laboring in word 
and doctrine. From Perga they came to Attalia on 
the river Oatarrhactes and near its mouth. It was 
founded by Attalus Pailadelphus, King of Pergamus, as 
a port for the trade with Egypt and Syria. It was an. 
active place commercially, aud trading vessels were 
ocnstantly arriving and departiag. Toey took passage 
ia one of these traders and returned to Antioch in 
Syria via Seleucia, its seaport, In a very concise atate- 
ment Luke gives us the beginning and ending of this 
‘mis:ionary tour: “And thence sailed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recommended to the grace of 
God for the work which they fulfilled.” 

They went ont with the benediction of the church 
upon them, Many a ‘God bless you, brethren,” was 
spoken to them ere they sailed from Seleucia. There 
was a work before them, uncertain in character and 
great in dimensions. The grace that was invoked upon 
them followed them all through their work, arduous 
and perilous as it was. They were under the tutelage 
of the true divinity; sot fastenei to him by ropes, as 
was the temple of Diana to the walls of Ephesus upon 
a threatened invasion, but by a living faith that even 
realizsd the divine oversight and protection. This work 
they fulfilled. It was not imperfectly done ; it was well 
done. Every power of their being had been exerted 
in the doing. They shunned no labor, no privation, no 
peril to do the work to the full, They were welcomed 
back by the church at Antioch with Obristian enthusi- 
asm. The church assembled to hear their report of 
the work. We may imagine how the hearts of the 
Christian disciples thrilled under the recital. The 
whole story was a coutinued illustration of the victo- 
ries of faith. I: must have been told again and again. 
It was the theme of exhortation and remark in the 
church for a long time. The apostles lay special stress 
upon the fact that God had opened the door of faith 
unto the Gentiles. The universal nature ‘of the goepel 
became more and more apparent. Taoey realized that 
while Jesus was the Messiah to the Jews, he was equally 
the Messiah to all men. 

There have been many missionary tours like this 
one of Paul and Barnabas. Many ministers of Christ 
have gone out recommended to the grace of God, and 
pursued a career of faithfulness to the gospel, In many 
instances they have been permitted to return and tell 
the story of their work and the victories of the cross, 
In other instances they have not returned, but, after a 
shorter or longer career, have died at their posts, ex- 
changing the sword of an active, heroic Caristian life 
for the garland crown of the immortal. 

This tour of the apostles was a short one, of perhaps 
afew months, For Paul especially there was much 
more arduous work. That through which he had passed 
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taal taken a leason i in Caristian work, and he hid grind. 
ly illustrated Christian faithfulnear. He would bs as 
true in time tocome, He was built upon Christ, and 
nothing conld move him. No honor would t him 
nor peril repel him. In the end he would lay down his 
life for the gospel’s sake. 

. The missionary. work of the minister of Christ will 
by and by ba done. May it be the conscientious pur- 
pose of every heart to.do it thoroughly. Permit no 
vexations, no privations, no contradictions, to swerve 
the soul from earnest, {dithful gospel work. 

“Oh, that each, in the day of His cgming may say, 

‘I have fought my way through ; 

T have finished the work thou didst give me to do,’”’ 

This- apostolic tour hss many lessons, upon the side 
of the church as well as upon the side of the minister 
of Christ. Evpesially should the church feel the great 
importance of ever rallying to. the support of its gos- 
pel teachers. R2joice with them; stimulate their faith 
by your sympathy; indorse their faith; back them up; 
pass by their whims or fancies, or even imperfections, 
silently, but in the gospel work have them to feel the 
moral support of the whole church, 

Tae present lesson is an illustration of Psalm 126: 6: 
“He that goeth forth and weepeth; bearing precious. 
seed, shall doubtless come again with rejricing, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him.” 





A REASONABLE, HOLY, AND LIVING SACRIFICE, 

The great apostle to the Gentiles besought the breth- 
ren of the Christian Church at Rome, that by the mer- 
cies of God they would present their bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is (he said) 
your reasonable service. 

When Obristianity dethroned the previous religions 
of the world, it immediately did that. which proved its. 
sovereign right to the position which it claimed. It. 
took the names, the institutions, the ideas which it. 
found, and gave them a new and botter meaning. It 
took away that which was old and ready to vanish in 
order that it might establish that which will endure 
forever. 

Sacrifice so universal hasin its ancient eense been 
rejected by Christianity altogether. But in a higher 
sense. Christianity is, above all other religions ever 
known, religion of sacrifice. Iisa religion founded 
on the greatest of all sacrifices, the sacrifice of “the 
Christ, the Son of the living God,” on Calvary. Fur- 
ther, it is a religion of which the whole continuance in 
the world depends on continual sacrifice; the sacrifice 
of the beartand mind, body and soul, in faithful praise 
and thankegiving; the sacrifice of broken hearts and 
contrite spirits; the sacrifice of the whole man, body, 
soul, and spirit—manifested in good deeds and benevo- 
lent acts. 

A separation from the world, its pleasures and lusts. 

“Ba not conformed to this world, but be ye transformed,” 
said the apostle. Set apart; sanctified to his use. “I 
beeeech you by the mercies of God that ye present 
your bodies a living sacrifice.” That is tosay, I be- 
seech you by all that God has done for you in nature 
and grace, in creation and redemption. It isin him 
we live and move and have a being. He it ia tbat 
causes our Jungs to play, the pulse to beat; he it is that 
bas kept. us amid dangers, seen ard unseen, and for our 
emancipation end redemption gave his only-begotten 
Son, that “whosoever believeth in him should not per- 
isb, but have everlasting life,” 
. We see further, it isa living sacrifice—not dead vic- 
tims falling under the knife, but a eervice of ressona- 
ble human beings, with a definite aim, a complete con- 
secration of time, money, our presence, our talents, 
our influence, entirely given to the Lord and bis 
church, 

We need more of this consecration and eelf denial, 
eelf-sacrifice and a crucifixion to the world and life in 
Christ. This religion should engage the beet part of s 
man’s life, and bis best powers his lifelong. If we 
thus presented our bodies a living sacrifice, we should 
deny ourzelves of relfindulgence aud eagernees for 
money-getting, and find time for the family altar, the 
fellowship meeting and prayer- meetings of the church, 
and in such a coneecration of soul and body, including 
tte pocket book, our institutions would have better sup: 
port, our own ljves would produce rich fruit, and the 
eOry would grow brighter and brighter upto the per- 
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5 .d constrained by a eense of the mercies of God to re- 
yy our efforts in the future; may we all asa people 
site in this living, undying work, for each to take that 
t which he can best perform according to his ability. 
oh of us has our peculiar call, “For God hath set 
yme in the church; first, apostlee; secondarily, proph- 
y; thirdly, teachere; after that, miracles; then gifts of 
ealing, helps, governments, diversities of tongues.” 
And, sbove all, let there be that one divine gift which is 
every Christian sacrifice what the fire from beaven 
na to the sacrifices of old, the fire and life of all Chris- 
‘Bian graces—that supreme grace of charity. And what- 
sever thine own hand findeth to do, do it with all thy 
B pight, and do it for Christ’s eake. 
‘Weary of all this wordy strife, 
These notions, forms, creeds, and names, 
To thee, the way, the truth, the life, 
Whose love my simple heart inflamee; 
Divinely taught at last I fly 
With thee and thine to live and die.”

It does seem to me that careful readers, at least of the 
New Teatament, never need to fail to comprehend its 
gteat design and the grand end for which it was given 
toman, In it is recorded the birth, the peculiar features 
of the life and teacbings, the death and the resurrection 
from the dead, and the ascension to the immediate pres- 
ence of the great and eternal God of the most remark- 
able one that ever lived on earth, that ever aseociated with 
and taught men. 

Iteven goes farther and assumes that this wonderful 
One, who was once slain by his enemies by crucifixion, 
but who is now alive from the dead, took again up, or 
rather continued bis great work upon the earth, but in 
‘diffrent manner. Then as before he assumed the 
lordship and leadership of his disciples—of those who 
believed in him, But this time in spirit—he in them, 
ind not with them in physical form so as to be geen with 
the natural eye. 

Toe great burden of his teaching was that he came 
ftom Goa the Father to do his wil’; that he came that 
Mn might have life—to save man from sin and to give 
Unto him eternal life. All he did, or taught, or suffered 

Were in perfect keeping—were but unfoldings of that 

Blotious and gracious work. His teaching 1s that God 

18 Our Father, that he loves us, but tbat no man know- 
°'" the Pather save the Son, and he to whomsoever the 

Pon Will yeveal him. He declared himself to be thig 
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the people, whether they were sectarian Jews or his dis- 
ciples, that when they attained to a knowledge of him 
they would know the Father also, This knowledge he 
declared to be the eternal life he came to give. 

He taught alao, “My doctrine is not mine, but his that 
sent me. If any man will do bis will he shall know of 
the doctrine, whether it be of God or whether I speak 
of myeelf.” The “doctrine” or “will of God” which this 
wonderful One taught man todo that be might know 
him and his Father, and have eternal life, is this, “Thou 
sbalt love the Lord thy Gcd with all thy heart, and witb 
all thy soul, and with all thy stréfigth, and with all thy 
mind, and thy neighbor as thyself.” For to one who 
asked him, “What shall I do to inherit eternal life?” he 
answered, alter drawing from him a confession that this 
is the doctrine or command of God, “This do and thou 
shalt live,” 

I thiok I'‘apprehend in a measure why God and his 
Son requires th’s of us. It is not merely or mostly that 
be and his Son Jesus may be glorified, but that we may 
know the riches of their love and their abundant grace 
tosave. Nevercan we know the excellency and blessed 
ness of love to usward, by whomsoever bestowed, until 
we love in return, 

We must love God and Jesus, that we may know 
their love tous. In any other way we can only know of 
it by the hearing of the ear or the seeing of the eye. 
In no other way can we know it in our hearts and 
lives as the jpy and blies of our being and hope. Ob, 
what would existence bs without love, by which we 
may know love! May I never b3 doomed to know tbat 
woe, but rather may I be able to comprehend, with all 
the saints, what is the breadtb, and length, and depth, 
and height, and to know the love of Christ tbat passeth 
knowledge, that I may be filled with all the fullness of 
God. I think that Paul must have had some such 
views of the life and teachings, of the spirit and mis- 
sion, of the sufferings and death, of this holy Son of 
God, when he wrote, “I count all things but loss for the 
excellency of the kaowledge of Corist Jesus my Lord: 
for whom I have suffzred the loss of all things, and do 
count them but dung, that I may win Christ, and be 
found in him, not having mine own righteousness, 
which is of the law, but that which is through faith in 
Christ; the righteousness that is of God by faith, that ] 
may know him, and the power of his resurrection, and 
the fellowship of bis sufferings, being made conforms 
ole unto his death.” Paul sought to know the wonder- 
ful Oae. He would know by a blissful and continuing 
experience his power toraise those who are dead in 
trespatses and sins,and the completeness of that new 
life of love to which he raiees his disciples, He real- 
ized that he could not know him and thie resurrection 
power only as he was made in spirit and life in fellow- 
ship with and conformable to that astonishing love of 
God and his holy Son, as was manifested in those tragic 
sufferings and death. He must love or he could not 
know him. Even he felt that he had not already fully 
attained, neither was already perfect, but he was press- 
ing forward toward the mark, toward a perfect trens- 
formation as his only salvation. He seemed to gresp 
and cling to the idea that such a knowledge of Jesus 
Obrist his Lord was the salvation,the eternal life that 
he came to earth to give. And he was assured that he, 
with all the saints, would enjoy this life co-existent with 
his Father God. For in another place he says, “I am 
persuaded that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us from the love of 
God which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” Paul, I think, 
bad a correct and glorious faith in Christ. To him it 
was an anchor sure and eteadtast, and reached to that 
within the vail. 

ANOTHER VIEW TO LOOK AT. 


But how different from this are we often taught in 
modern times! Weare boldly told that God is such a 
being that he can not, or will not, save sinners, only as 
he became propitiated by the blood of his Son shed in 
death and by his perfect obadience to the law to be ac- 
counted as their righteousness. With this dogma 
many of the sects have rent the church of Christ and 
persecuted numbers of hia faithful ministers. As a 
people we never taught that theory, but more often a 
faith like that held and taught by the apostles. Still 
there areeven among us those who manifest great agi'a- 
tion if we speak or write againet this dootrine, showing 
that it is not eosiptural, byt that its very tendency js to 
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in endeavored to show was taught by Paul is biblical, 
and will unite the church. If we express a doubt that 
God was well pleased with what his servant Peter de- 
scribes by “ye have taken,and by wicked hands ye 
have crucified and slain,” we are charged with “‘assault- 
ing the Scriptures ;” as having “denied the cross and 
the blood of the croes;” that by “decrying the essence- 
of the gospel in the HERALD, it becomesa blight instead 
of a. blessing ;” that “the victories of Christianity, 
wherever they have been won, have been won by telling 
men of Christ’s victorious death-and sacrifice,” etc. 
Others, with less boldness, but with an equally bad 
spirit, write to brethren, requesting of some the sup- 
preesion of other brethren’s articles upon this subject, 
or belaboring others for publishing their productions. 


MY ADVICE TO MY BRETHREN, 


Brethren, I am aware these fhings are hard to be 
borne, but suffar the exhortation, Be calm, be courte- 
ous, be Christian. Remember that we have not yet 
resisted unto blood striving agaiost sin. Our Lord did 
this, in his great love toward even his enemies. Had 
he marshaled twelve legions of angels against them and 
destroyed them, his and his Fathers love would not 
have been so fully manifest. May we “press toward 
the mark for the priz3 of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jeeus,”—never satisfied until we are perfect in 
love. And may we ever be.true to the mission com- 
mitted unto us and to our fathers.

“WHY P&ERSECUTEST THOU ME?” . Acts 9: 5. 


When Paul wason bis way to Damascu;, breathing 
out threatenings and slaughter against the disciples of 
Christ, there suddenly shined round about him a light 
from heaven; and so great was the power and brillian- 
cy of that light that he could not stand upon his feet, 
but fell prostrate to the earth. Then he heard a voice 
saying, “Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me?” Paul 
said,‘Who art thou, Lord?” And the Lord said, “I 
am Jesus, whom thou persecutest.” And he, tremblisg 
and astonished, said, “Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do?” And the Lord said unto him, “Arise and go 
into the city, and it shall be told thee what thou must 
do.” Paul was obedient to the heavenly Vision, al- 
-hough not able to walk alone, yet he arose, and, being 
led-by the hand, went into the city, and into the house 
of Judas, and continued in prayer three days. 

He had been a bold persecutor—had done all against 
the cause of Christ he could,and determined to de- 
stroy every follower of the meek and lowly Savior. 
But now we fiod him a poor, needy, helpless man, cry- 
ing for mercy, pleading for salvation. All was dark- 
cess ani gloom until he eaw ina vision a man named 
Ananias coming in and putting his hand on him, that 
he might receive his sight. And this was only a ray of 
hope, for as yet he could not eee—bad not received the 
comforting influence of the Holy Spirit, essuring him 
that he was a sinner saved by grace. But when Ana- 
nias came unto him and laid his hands on him, saying, 
“Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou camest, hath sent me, 
that thou might receive thy sight, and be filied with 
the Holy Ghost.” Then “immediately there feil from 
his eyes as it had been scales, aud he received sight 
forthwith, and arose and was baptiz:d. And etraight- 
way he preached Christ in the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God.” ; ;

Bat, ob, how many in this age of the world are p2rse- 
cuting Obrist! They seem to doit with impunity;

That question, “How is it that Nahash is David's 
mother?” By way of explanation I would say that it 
is possible for “Nahash” to be the name of a woman. 

1. I find in I. Samuel 11: 1, 2, “Nahash, the Ammon- 
ite,” who was very cruel in his demands of the men of 
Jobesh-Gilead. This “Nahash” would seem to be the 
title of the king of the Ammonites rather than the 
name of an individual. - 

2. In iT. Samuel 17: 25 I find a person named cnce 
only in stating the parentage of Amasa. In that verse 
Amasa is the son of Ithra by Abigail, “daughter of Na- 
hash, and sister to Zeruiah.” In I. Chron, 2: 13-16 I 
read in the genealogy of Jesse that Zeruiah and Abi- 
gail were sisters of David, afd the other six sons of 
Jesse, I do not suppose that Jesse married a widow ol 
the king of the Ammonites or one of his concubines. 
I do not consider Nahash and Jesce identical, as re 
ported in the tradition of the rabbis, I therefore con- 
sider “Nahash” the name of a woman, not the name of 
Jesse, nor of a former husband of Jesse’s wife, but of 
Jesse’s wife herself. : 

How does Bro. Hunt’s Bible Dictionary know that 
David's mother had two daughters, Zeruiah and Abi- 
gail, before she married Jesee? It is notso reported in 
the Jewish Scriptures. If it be possible for “Nabash” 
to be the name of a woman, then David’s mother may 
be known, our brother’s B.ble Dictionary to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

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MISSION QUERIES ANSWERED. 





















Children’s Day, as an idea, originated with Rev. 
Francis R. Wade who, as Secretary of the Sunday 
School Department of the New York State Association, 

Be suggested it two years ago. The association adopted 
the idea and appointed the second Sanday in June as 
the day. This was intended as a state observance; and 
as the association kindly proposed that the cfferings of 
the day go to the Children’s Miesion Work—a very natu- 
ral proposition—I immediately suggested through the 
HERALD that the day be observed generally by our 
churches, and published a programme of exercises. 
This proposition was almost universally seconded, and 
asa result over twenty states observed the day, beside 
Canada, and about 120 churches. The result financially 
was about $750 for the Miesion treasury. In my report 
to the quadrennial at Albany in October last I recom- 
mended the denominationalization of the day, which 
suggestion was approved by the body. 

The Children’s Mission Work is one feature of the 
work of the Mission Department of the American 
Christian Convention, and is the outgrowth of a propo- 
sition made by me, as secretary of that department, to 
the children of America to support one missionary on 
the borders. The last of October, 1878, I called for 
dime contributions through the HERALD, and asked 
the children, with their dimes, to send one letter for 
publication in the Mission columa of the Hera.p, 
Tis result of the call was most gratifying, several let- 
ters and dimes reaching me for the next issue of the 
paper. The letters have often been reduced in number 
by the week’s publication to one or two, but the “box” 
has never been quite empty in the four years and a 
half, and sometimes has had fifty or more letters in 
stock. The first missionary, Rev. Hugh Beardshear, 
was placed in the Nebraska field in December, 1878, 
and by March, 1879, the number had increased to four. 

In connection with the Mission and under its super- 
vision, the Franklinton Freedmen’s School was started, 
and some $5500 in fands have been raised for it. Be- 
side, the children for three terms have aided from six 
to ten colored theological students in the way of board 
and books. They have also sent large quantities of 
books and papers to the freedmen. For Mission-work 
proper they have raised in the four and one half years 
over $7,100 in offerings, ranging from one penny to 
$300 each. 

At present they have twenty-one missionaries in the 
field beside the school corps, working in Maine, Vir- 


Ohio, Kentucky, Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin, Mlinois, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas, and Texas. The 
weekly expense of the Mission is about $45, or $6.50 
per day. Asa partial result of their work to date, they 
bave labored in 850 neighborhoods, organised shout 75 
churches and 90 Sabbath-schools, visited 300 old church: 
@8, about 12,000 families, traveled 75,000 miles in gospel

The road 
lay slong gardens of vegetables growing for New York mat- 
ket, through thriving subarban towns, ornamented with 
perks and shade trees, and farms thrifty with New Jersey 
culture, Zoe busy, homestaying man the trip paid for 
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itself......The New Jersey Conference was a good one. The 
weather was all that could be asked; the attendance was 
good; the people of Locktown were hospitable; the spirit 
of the meetings, both of business and of worship, was ex- 
cellent; and, best of all, the conference was able to report. 
something well done, and to lay plans for something good 
todo, A-year ago two churches were incambered with 
mortgages—one at Finesville, one at Fairv ew. The debt 
at Finesville was nearly $1,000, and imperilled the prop- 
erty; that at Fairview wai $150, and burdensome to the 
p20ple, During the year, through the wise and energetic 
efforts of Eider Rodenbaugh, the conference co operating 
with the zsalous people of the church and with generous 
friends of thé cause, has paid off’the debt in full. In this 
Elder Rodenbangh had assumed some personal liabilities, 
but at this session the conference met these and relieved 
him, and algo assisted the Fairview friends to the complete 
release of their mortgage. A good year’s work. Of course 
God blesses those who work in this way, and eeveral of the 
churches reported considerable additions. Bro. Goff is the 
patriarch of the conference, and is enjoying a degree of 
health that a year or even six months ago his triends feared 
he would never enjoy. Nextto him in yeatsis Bro. Roden- 
baugh, wise, true, and energetic. The presence of such s 
man is a blessing anywhere. Bro. Pitman’s head has 
whitened in faithful service in the conference, and still he 
is active. Among the younger men who were preseni— 
men of talent, piety, and promise—are Eldridge, Sammer 

bell, Parvin, Henry, and Dealand, Some of the energetic 
workers were not able to be present. All the meetings 
were fully attended, bat the crowd on Sanday was great. 
Tae commodious church at Locktown was packed fall, and 
a very large number were unable to gain admittance. The 
shecs, road sides, and field fences, lined with horses and 
carriages, gave it almost the appearance of a fair, but the 
quiet and order of the people showed it the Sabbsth. And 
this, they told me, was characteristic of Hunterdon County 
meetings. It fell to my lot to preach on Thursday evening 
and Sunday morning. Bro. Eldridge preached Sanday 
afternoon and Bro. Summerbs.! Sunday even ng. Bro.

This is indicative of 
his growing influence, which needs only’time, the faithful 
pursuit of the same methods, and the continuation of the 
same divine blessing, to place the cause beyond the stage 
of experiment and to establish a society on firm footing 
in that great city. I passed through the olty on the day 
befors the opening of the new bridge; but I thought the 
New Jersey Conference an occasion of more importance 
and more interest to me than to see the assembled crowd 
of humanity that that occasion would draw together. And 
I think I was right.—J. B. Weston.

Is there to be more than one general or final judg- 


ment for the pronunciation of destiny according to good degree of church discipline, order, and prosper- 


character? Does a substantive, of the singular num- 
ber, preceded by a definitive, convey plurality of idea— 
as “the judgment,” “the jadgment of God,” “the day of 
jadgment,” etc.? Shall there be one or more judges? 
“The Judge.” “Toere is One that jadgeth.” Who is 
he? “God is the. jadge of all.” “God shall jadge the 
righteous and the wicked.” ‘God hath appointed a day 
in the which he will jadge the world.” But does not 
Paul tell the Corinthians “chat the saints shall judge the 
world?” He asks them, “Do yenot know,” etc. But 
is it certain that this language has reference to the final 
judgment? May we not be aided in answering this 
question by considering the definition of the term 
“gaints?” Hagios: set apart; separate; holy. Holy 
signifies—firat, that which is clean, or free from defile- 
ment; second, separated from a common toa sacred 
use; third, moral purity. When used, as it is fre- 
quently in the epistles, it does not generally signify 
holiness of life, but simply the separation of those thus 
denominated from heatbenism to the worship of the 
true God, thus constituting his church. Hence the 
term often designates the collective body of believers 
in the Lord. 

Ia verse 2 unbelievers or heathen are called the un- 
righteous because of their idolatry or unbelief, though 
doubtless numbered among them were many who main- 
tained ahigh regard for justice and strictly observed 
the duties of morality, or were “moral.men.” So in 
the same verse Christians are called saints, or holy, be- 
cause of their professed faith rather than on account of 
their eanctity of life and manners. cs 

Verse 2: “Do ye not know that the saints shall judg 
the world?” May this not be one of the instances in 
which the Hebrews were accustomed to use the active 
verb, to expreas, not the doing of the thing said to be 
done, but simply the declaring that it is done, or that it 
will be done? Ifso,do we do violence to either the 
letter or spirit of the text to accept it thus? “D) ye 
not know that Christians are so inspired or enlightened 
by the gospel that in proclaiming it they declare that 
the world is to be jadged, and also declare the laws by 
which it is to be judged?” “The gospel which I have 
taught you, which I received of the Lord Jesus, and 
which is truth, is that by which the world shall. be 
judged, and by expressing it in your acts and words 
you virtually jadge the world by declaring the laws by 
which it should be ruled and by which it will be finally 
judged.” 

If you have received such a measure of light as en- 
ables you to comprehend and declare the_righteous- 
ness of the moral law, have you not sufficient under- 
standing to judge these comparatively trifling matters 
of time and sense? 

Verse 8: “Kaow ye not that we shall judge angels ?” 
Wiy does Paul now say “we” instead of the “saints,” 
aod “angels” instead of “the world?” Is it a mani- 
festation of mcdesty which would forbid him giving an 
expression of ministerial superiority? Or did he mean 
that ‘he sainte”—the church—shall judge (reprove) the 
world by a life of daily piety, while the ministry 
should, because of a more thorough knowledge of the 
nature and extent of the moral law, announce the doom 
of angele—demons? Would he say, “If we as teachers 
and preachers are sufficiently inspired or spiritually en- 
lightened to foretell the just jadgment or punishment 
of demons, why may we not be accepted as competent 
jadges in things pertaining to the present life?” 

Commenting on this passage, Dr. Lightfoot saye: 

“By angels, all confess that demons are meant; but cer 
tainly all ‘zaints,’ according to the latitude with which that 
term is understood—i.e.,all who profess Christianity— 
shall not jadge angels. Nor is this judging of angels to be 
understood of the last dey, but the apostle speaks of the 
Ministers of the gospel—himeelf and others—who by the 
preaching of the gospel, through the power of Christ, 
should spoil the devils of their oracles and idols; should 

' «deprive them of their worship; drive them out of their 
seats and ‘strip them of their dominion. Tnus would God 
‘subdue the whole world under the Christian power, 20 that 
Christian magietrates should judge men, and Christian min- 
isters judge devils.” . 
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Bat do not the Ssriptures plainly teach that all pro- 
batives are to be judged by God? Bat do they teach 
that a part of them shall judge wiih him? But may we 
not gain more light on there passages by coatemplat- 
ing the character of the Corinthians? They rivaled 
the Athenians, not only in literature, art, and. science, 
but in licentiousness and debauchery—also in impul- 
siveness: While Paul was with them he maintained a 


Hill, is a grander man than Napoleon Bonaparte on the 
pyramid or on Mount Tabor. Martin Luther, as be 
nails his protest to the door of the cathedral at Witten. 
berg, isagreater man than Wellington at Waterloo, 
The sound of his blows was louder than the thunder of 
the cannon of the “iron duke.” 

“The Christian movement” had a great many men of 
the Martin Luther type—men that dare say, as Luther 
said, “I will go to Worms if there are as many devils 
there as there are tiles on the roofs of the houses.” We 
had many like John Knox, when hé wailed in his pray.

When God has a great work he calls 4 
great man to do that work. God never calls a man to 
do a great work who is like a potato vine that has grown 
in the shade, God wants men with backbone, not 
mamby pamby men. 

The work of our fathers in the Christian Church wag 
tothe church of God what the work of Moses was to 
the children of Israel. Oae meant civil and national 
freeiom; the other, religious freedom. The last wag 
the grandest work. All the religious world was in 
“bondage to the creed power. To-day all creeds are 
tottering and ready to fall. God raised.up men to lead 
the people. Tae green fields of truth were beckoning 
them on. God’s great men heard the voice of God; 
“Break every yoke and let my people go.” Oace again 
man was free to worship God; to read the B.ble with 
out glasses colored by the creed; to look up and say, 
“I am the child of God, a brother of the Great Teacher 
of the valley and the mountain and of all the children 
of man.” Hail, grand and auspicious hour! The M 
ter calle and endows men for this work. Pre emineni 
among the men called of God, as was Aaron, we 
William Kinkade, of Kentucky. He was a leader tha 
did honor to the south-west. They needed a man of 
his type.

ity; but as his pastorate continued only about eighteen 
months, it can not be reasonably expected that their 
religious Enowledge would be very perfect, and conse- 
quently they would not be very firmly established in 
Christian doctrine at his departure. Hence they would 
easily relapse, into their former practices and habite, 
especially when exposed to the inflaence of the false 
teacher who succeeded him, and who, to receive their 
favor, accommodated his doctrines to their natural in 
clinations. Under such an administration brotherly 
love cooled; the Christian graces—charity, meekness, 
and forbearance—languished. They became capiious, 
self willed, litigious, as before their conversion, suing 
one another for trifling offenses, real or imagined; and 
instead of referring their disagreements to some judi- 
cious brother or brethren in the church for arbitration, 
they carried them before the heathen magistrates, or 
“the unjust, and not before the saints.” For this they 
were censurable, because— 

1. As religionists, or Christians, they might have ad- 
justed most if not all of their controversies among 
themselves. : 

2 By such conduct they manifested a very low opin- 
ion of the knowledge and integrity of their brethren. 

8. The frequency of their lawsuits gave the heathen 
magistrates and spectators occasion to think very un- 
favorably of the Christians, and of the religion which 
they professed. (Are their descendants all dead?) 

The apostle was grieved to learn that the Corinthians 
should so dishonor the Christian religion, and rebuked 
them severely for thus going to law before the heathen 
rather than to submit their differences to the saints for 
arbitration. , 

“If ye have judgments,” etc. (verse 4). If ye have 
judgment eeate, tribunals where are judged questions 
relating to the affairs of this life, show your wisdom by 
letting these—those who are least esteemed— possess the 
smallest gifts in the church—to judge in secular mat- 
ters between Christians, as better qualified for such du- 
ties than are the wisest heathen. 

Shail we accept verse 5 as severely ironical or sarcas- 
tic? Does it not seem so? “I speak to your shame, in 
what Iam about to say—is it not so?—to your shame, 
that with all your superior or spiritual illumination, 
there is not a man among you sufficiently wis® to jadge 
between brethren in secular matters. Is not such your 
admission, when, for a decision of such matters, you 
go tothe unbelievers? For itis natural to suppose 
that you would seek the judgment of wise men at such 
times! Now this is a great fault among you because ye 
go to law one with another.” 

With my present understanding of this part of this 
épistle to the Corinthians, I fail to see that it has any 
direct reference to the final judgment, but simply aimed 
to correct the great fault among them of “brother going 
to law with brother, and that before the unbelievers.” 

Ido not understand the Scriptures to teach that God 
will give his glory to another, or that he will have asso 
ciate judges or “assessors” in the final jadgment of the 
world. “D. D.” (Docility or Dogma ?).

Believing, as we do, that Christianity is the Gof- 
‘appointed instrumentality for reforming and regen- 
erating the world, and that the church is the living em- 
podiment of this purpose, it is important to have a 
‘true idea of what the life of the church, and the life of 
any church, should be. 

Numbers alone and members only do not constitute 
the true spiritual church of Christ. An edifice, more 
or lees grand in its architecture, with carpeted floors, 
cushioned pews, and freacoed walls, is not a consecrated 
place if the sweet spirit of Christ, who said, “I am the 
light of the world,” be not established in the heart and 
grounded in the soul of its members—illuminating the 
walks of life, arid inciting them, singly and collectively, 


‘to earnest work for the extension of Christianity. The 


membership of a church, separately or as an organized 
whole, must have the divine element of Christ’s nature 
fixed in their soul-nature, giving energy, direction, and 
purpose to the life, if it would breathe forth an infiu- 
ence of purity and goodness in community and the 
world, Thus only can it create a moral and religious 
sentiment, which can be used as the underlying ma- 
terial for the premises of men’s reasoning, for shaping 
thought, inculcating principles of equity and mercy, 
and turning the heart from wrong and se'fish purposes 
to a generous, honorable, and Christian life. The life of 
the church is to have something to do, and a will to do 
it. The living, spiritual members of a church are to 
‘the church-body what sound lungs are to a living ani- 
mal, As through lungs the air is received, with its 
health-growing properties, invigorating the system and 
imparting vitality, strength, and power to the physical 
constitution, so the church-body receives through its 
members the quickening power and spirit of the Mas- 
ter, which, dwelling in them, prepares them to advance 
the interests of the true church and promote the evan- 
gelization of the world. 

A living membership makes and merits a living, in- 
fluential, and prosperous church. Therefore, in order 
to do effectual work, it must conform to the life of 
Christ, which was a life of self-sacrifice, even unto 
death, for the welfare and salvation of the world,_ His 
life was one of toil, meeknese, and self-denial. He went 
about doing good, healing the sick, giving eyes to the 


_ blind and feet to the lame, Christ’s life was not one of 


ease, contentment, and inactivity; for even at the age 
of twelve he was about his “Father’s business.” 

Obrist thus manifested to the world the spirit which 
the church must possess if it would be a power for 
good—that of going out, seeking for the lost and ain- 
ful, extending pity and consolation to the sorrowful, 
and of crying aloud with voice and example, “Repent 
ye, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” Such must 
be the life of every Christian who has been converted 
to God, and not to the church edifice, with its appurte- 
nances of formal worship, 80 must the church act 
toward mankind if it has the well-being of souls in 
view. It must be devoted to the welfare of man; alive 
to vital piety; willing to sacritice time and means for 
the promotion of the great work. 

The spirit of Christianity has always been, and must 
ever’ be, a missionary spirit. Obrist, the head of the 
true church, sent out the Seventy, two by two, to 
preach the message of salvation which he brought into 
the world. §S» Christian people must be a missionary 
people, feeling the quickening influence of divine love; 
must by their hymns, and prayers, and exhortations, 
and disinterested conduct, and consistent lives, win 


. glory to the church and praise to God. Asin a com- 


munity ® wide-awake man,‘full of business energy, 
reaches out and takes hold of other public interests, im- 
parting enthusiasm and faith—so the church, possessing 
sincerity, love, and zeal, becomes a vitalizing and potent 
force, reaching out its spiritual hands of love, welcom- 
ing the unfortunate and lowly in life as well as the 
wealthy and influential. 

It is essential to the life of any church or denomina- 
tion that it do something outside of its own organiza- 
tion for the extension of broader and more general 
wotk, The business cf a church is to build up, not 
iteelf only, but the work of Christ. We tan not shut 
up any grand emotions in our hearts, and especially the 
glad tidings and themes of salvation, for our tongues 


will not only declare them, but our lives will act them. 
Christ being formed in the soul, the Christian is ready 
to grasp every opportunity to plant the seeds of faith.

Church work embraces the Sabbath-school interest, 
encourages the timid, pleads with the indifferent, looks 
after the neglected and forgotten children, contributes 
freely of its means, sustains the prayer-meetings, sup- 
ports the covenant meetings, upholds the hands of the 
ministry by encouraging words and generous gifts, and 
is active in benevolent purposes, aiding every good and 
worthy cause and enterprise. Its mission is to enlarge 
its field of usefulness, develop its spiritual strength, and 
convert the unregenerated—not to centract, grow selfish 
and die, The spifitually dead churches of to-day are 
those which have grown narrow in charity and suffered 
worldly-mindedness to crowd oat the spirit of heav- 
enly-mindedness, As a fact, we see thcse churches and 
denominations the most prosperous which do the most 
outside work in missions, scattering religious publica- 
tions, sending colporteurs, going into the hedges and 
by-ways, encouraging the sorrowful and lowly, praying 
with the lost and besotted, sadmonishing the impenitent, 
sustaining missionaries in heathen lands by systematic 
and liberal contributions. These we see so encouraged 
withal and convinced by the good results of seeing men 
and women who come from é6vary grade of society and 
condition in life converted to God and leading pure and 
just lives, that they give and bequeath very amply to 
the support and establishment of institutions founded 
to ameliorate the sufferings of humanity, and to pro- 
mote the usefulness of iastitutions organized to give 
instruction to those who feel it an imperative duty to 
preach the everlasting truth of God. Churches with 
such zeal and faith are towers of moral strength—bea- 
con lights standing on the hills of the world, sending 
forth floods of light and illuminating the dark places of 
the earth. And as “people seldom improve when they 
have no other model than themselves to copy after,” so 
our own church and ministry need to learn the useful 
and important lesson which other churches and de- 
nominations teach us by their growth and strength. 

We are a people, a church, a denomination; and we 
can not afford to cultivate a disposition of penurious- 
ness, or any sordid babits in any degree. A cordis! 
and liberal support of the cause of Christ must be in- 
corporated in our natures and practice. There needs 
to be an advance in this direction along the whole line 
of our Christian work. Mea must work if God would 
help them, God interposes when man can dono more, 
Men grow pale and sickly when they cease to exercise 
and keep outof the sun. So those churches which 
neglect to contribute to benevolent and missionary 
purposes, living for themselves, failing to use their “gj 
as good stewards of the manifold grace of God,” will 
experiencs the withdrawing of the spirit of Jesus, and 
will be in darkness and doubt, and lack the sunshine 
and favor of God’s love and light. 

Spiritual life is nothing save. as it transforms our na- 
tures, fixing sympathy where once was apatby, estab. 
lishing faith where reigned unbelief, leading us to con- 
tribute and donate to the needs of our religious insti- 
tutions and enterprises and measures. A church’s true 
life is a spiritual life; and a spiritual life energizes and 
directs spiritual work. 

Every minister should make it a part.of his work, 
for the good of his church, to see that it joins its efforts 
with othersin doing something for our denominational 
institutions and measures, for the advancement of the 
cause of Christ as intrusted to our hande. Our insti- 
tutions. need it greatly, but the churches themselves 
need it noless, Their life and growth depend on their 
working, and working together. And the minister 
who neglects this neglects one of the most important 
means of church life, growth, and prosperity. No part 
of the human body can be healthy and useful except 
as it gives. to and receives from the body as a whole.

A LEITER TO A BROTHER IN THE MINISTRY. 

Dear Brother,—Your letter of the 28th ult. came 
duly to hand and has been carefully read. Its contents 
are a little surprising to me. I was not expecting such 
a letter from you, Of course there is muc} in the ex- 
perience of « Christian minister to try his patience and 
test his courage, and so there is in every work that 
needs to be Gone. The ill weed springs spontaneously 
from the soil, but he that would eat bread must eat it 
in the sweat of his face. That you have met with some 
opposition is but a fulfillment of the Master’s prophecy, 
and that your opposers should be found among those 
who should be your most earnest helpers is but to re- 
peat in your experience that which has been the expe- 
rience of every one who has done any truly earnest 
and valuable work for God and humanity. 

You say that you have an opportunity to go intoa 
businees in which you can save two or three times the 
amount of money that you can expect to realize from 
preaching, and that you could thereby be able to pro- 
vide for the comfort of your family.and the edacation 
of your children. That you could afford to pay $150 
per year to ane sree one elae to preach the gospel. 

My dear b , you should not forget that God has 
laid upon you the duty of preaching the gospel, and no 
amount of money that you could hope to command 
can do the work that is given to you. No earthly in- 
atrumentality can be compared to the life and labor of 
one living man of God. Besides, God has much to do 
with the affairs of men, and our vows and covenants of 
faithfulness to his cause are not to be set aside at will, 
and the comp-nsation of a few dollarsto be accepted as 
an equivalent. We may say that our business will pay 
so much per annum, and flatter ourselves that with a 
faithful use of our earnings we shall be able to do quite 
as much for the cause of the’Master as we could do by 
personal effort; but God knows better than we, and you 
may find, my dear brother, as others have found, that 
God’s blessing does not attend your business transac- 
tions, and you may be left poor and helpless to regret 
while life shall last that you turned aside from the call 
of God in an hour of trial and temptation. However 
strong our inclinations or however flittering the prob- 
abilities of success, it is exceedingly unsafe to enter 
upon any course of life of which the approval and 
blessing of God would be a question of serious doubt. 

God has signally approved and blessed your ministry 
in the salvation of hundreds of precious souls, and no 
amount of success in business, or money paid to others 
who might proach, could be to you an equivalent for 
that experience, Suffer me; my dear brother, to say 
one word “as a fool.” The great apostle to the Gentiles 
asked that poor privilege. I have spent thirty-one 
years in the ministry. For the first fourteen years I 
did not receive $200 for services in any one year, I 
have declined four or five offers to enter another pro- 
fession for which I was much better fitted than for the 
ministry, and in which to all appearances I could have 
made four or five times the amount of money that I have 
done. I am now past the time in‘ life when these things 
are any longer a teniptation to me, and I am certain 
that there is nothing of my past experience upon which 
I reflect with so Jarge a degree of satisfaction to myself 
as I do upon the fact that the grace and guidance of the 
blessed Fathér did not suffer me to be turned aside, I 
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have been poor in this world’s goods, of and still 
T have lived as well as many of my friends, and much 
better than many others, and I should not be Willing, if 
it were possible, to exchange the fruits and memories 
of those thirty-one years of experience for the fortune 
of any man, no matter how vast it may be. It matters 
not what may come or what may go, what may seem to 
succeed or seem to fail—one thing is as certain as time 
itself, Jesus Christ és no failure, and as surely as he 
lives, the soul that is faithful to him shall live also, He 
is the Rook af Ages. 

T am a atranger to a certain class of temptations that 
seems to trouble some of our brethren. No sectarian 
church has ever offered any inducements to me, nor 
have I for one moment felt an inclination to seek refuge 
from the hard trials and privations incident to a pioneer 
cause by putting on the manacles of the old creeds aiid 
ecclesiastical usurpations. I have every reason to be- 
lieve that in this respect you are well established, 

It is admitted that there are some men in the Obris. 
tian movement who have no comprehension of its mig. 
sion and no faith in ite ultimate aims, but that is also 
true of every worthy undertaking, and the higher and 
more unselfish the aim the greater the liability to 
misapprehension. But whatever may be said of our 
failure to carry into practice the logic of our profes 
sion, of one thing with me there is not the shadow 
of a doubt, the position is right, and it must stand until 
the kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdoms 
of our God and his Christ. 

The reason for our work in the church is to be found 
in the sad fact that sin abounds, Our Master did not 
come into this world to call the righteous but sinners to 
repentance, and he asks that we shall join him in the 
same great and greatly needed work. 

No, my dear brother, you can not afford to turn aside 
from the great work of the Obristian ministry, no mat: 
ter how great the promise may be. God has endowed 
you with more thah ordinary talents, and your educa: 
tion and experience is much above ordinary, and your 
success has been good, I believe that you will join 
me in saying of you that which I often say of myself, 
that all you are or can expect to be in this life, or that 
which is to come, you owe to the fact that in your youth 
you gave your heart to Christ and consecrated your life 
to the ministry of the gospel. D» not think of leaving 
your present field of usefulness. If you are compelled 
to meet opposition meet it bravely. Keep every en: 
gegement with faithfulness and promptness, within 
the church or ont of it. Tell the truth at all 
times, keep your life pure, and your ‘hands clean, and 
your heart unselfish, and as long as your faith in God 
stands firmly you have nothing to fear from the tongue 
of alander or the hand of hypocrisy. 

Be patient with the weak, and give a ‘ender hand of 
helping to those of little faith. Those who have been 
called out from the world through the in fluence of your 
ministry will naturally look to you for counsel and 
guidance, and in this there is a most solemn duty im- 
poeed upon you, May <7 grant you grace equal to the 
occasion. 

Finally, my brother, ve thou strong and of good 
courage, and He who clothes the lily and the grass and 
marks each sparrow’s fall to the ground, will be your 
strong tower and hiding place—your exceeding great

Yet by 
close attention to the scripture, and to the meaning of 
the word immortality, it may be seen that the writer did 
notintend to describe the substance of the Supreme | * 
Being, but merely the state or condition ot his exietence; 
dwellirg in the light, “inaccessible; whom no man hath 
geen or can see.” Man, in distinction from his Maker, 
is in a state of mortality, dwelling in comparative dark- 
ness, and in the shadow of death, 

Mortality signifies the region of death; immortality 
that of life as exempt from death. Mortality no more 
represents the substance of man’s organism than im- 
mortality does that of the being of God. Neither mor- 
tality nor immortality represents existence simply, but 
a state of existence. 

Mortality means the condition of man, who is consti- 
tutionally subject to bodily dissolution, in contrast with 
spiritual beings who are exempt from corporeal death. 
Subjzetion to death therefore, or exemption from it, 
does not arise from the locality of existence, but from 
the nature of the existence iteelf as elementary or com- 
pound. 

The scripture heading this discourse therefore can not 
possibly mean that there is buta single being in the entire 
univeree but what is mortal. 

I am in favor of the idea that all beings superior to 
man should be considered divine, and consequently 
subjects of the immortal state. Yet ihere necessarily 
must exist a far greater disparity, both in rank and ex- 
cellence, between the Infinite Being and spiritual sub- 
ordinates than between man and the most insignificant 
animalcule. For God himself, who only hath immor- 
tality independent of favor, has imparted the blessing 
of existence in that undying state to millions of finite 
beings, all of whom, as spiritual beings, are subjecw of 
immortality, and are in many respects like their 
Maker, yet the disparity is infinitely great. He is the 
-causator of them all. They are finite; he is infinite. 
They are subordinate; he issupreme. He is therefore 


oSat what has been suggested of angels, with much 
greater propriety may be predicated of Jesus Christ 
the Son of God, over whom death has no more domin- 
ion. And the time will doubtless come when it will be 
pronounced with equal emphasis of man as of angele— 
they are immortal. Now all beneath him, down through 
the various grades of living beings, are mortal. He is 
at the head of the descending ecale. -How singular the 
coincidence that exists between man and his Maker. 

The Almighty ie an immortal being (I. Tim. 1: 17), 
and is head over all the immortal hosts of spiritual be- 
ings. Himself a spirit, yet unlike them all, because he 
is infinite. 

Man is a mortal being (Job 4: 17), and is head over all 
the mortal hosts of material beings. Himself material, 
yet unlike all others, for he is human. In respect 
tothe imaginary line between the myriads of mortal and 
immortal beings, how is man affected ? He must either 
occupy neutral ground, or belong to the one class or the 
other, or stand associated with both. To assert that he 
is wholly mortal is to degrade him to the condition of 
the merest animal. To claim for him « simple spiritual 
existence is to deny the con.titutionality of his nature 
as an organic being. We are therefore obliged to re- 
lapee into the antiquated idea that he fills a sphere oc- 
cupied neither by angels nor animale. 

An animal is not a man; aman is not an angel. Of 
man it is said (Heb. 2: 8), “Thou madest-him a little 
lower than the angels.” And we may assert with more 
propriety that he is constituted higher than the animals 
or angels, and animals are nearly allied. 

We have already admitted that man is mortal. Heis 
eminently so in respect co his material organism. But 
the logic of nature, of revelation, claims for him an im- 
mortal destiny which is not conceded of animals. 

Upon what basis, then, is that claim instituted? This 
is a question that has long agitated the minds of no; a 
few. Is there nothing associated with the constitution 
of man that will survive its dissolution by corporeal 
death? Such dissolution signifies a suspension of the 
natural functions of the physical organism caused by a 
separation of body and spirit. Corporeal death does not 
always presuppose the 2 ieoeagamg the physical 


of which it is the life, or separation would be impossible. 
That contingency however is removed by the fact that 
the spirit of both man and beast separate from the 
body at death and return to their natural source. (Eccl. 
12: 7; 3:21.) 

The spirit of man originated with God ual réturns 
to him at the dissolution of the body and epirit. In 
that respect only is man properly the offspring of God. 
(Acts 17: 28) In his physical relations to the earth he 
has no pre eminence above the beastsor the birds, unless 
@ distinction can be made between the dust ofthe gruund 
and the ground itself. 

In vain may we argue the superiority of his organ- 
ism, or the divinity of his form. To disallow the rela- 
tionship between the spirit of man and its Maker is to 
deny the paternity of the Supréme Baing to the race of 
man and orphan every child at its birth. There is there- 
fore a relationship between man and bie Maker that ex- 
ists not between him and the animal race, consequently 
there must exist a superior spirit in man of a heavenly 
type that exists not in mereanimals. Tois is already in 
evidence before ur, and the evidence is made doubly clear 
and moreconvincing by associated incidents of the origin 
and history of man, 

Instance the design of his creation (Gen. 1: 26), which 
is of such an elevated character had the circumstances 
of its execution been wholly suppreseed, we could but 
have contemplatedjit out of the common order of events 
as precedingly given. When the type of all that flew, 
or swam, or crept, or walked was made after its kind, 
God said,“Let us make man in our own image, after 
our likeness; and let them have dominion over the fish 
of the sea, and over the fowls of the air, and over ithe 
cattle, and over all theearth.” 

So God created man in his own image; in the image 
of God created he them, and invested them with the 
high prerogatives as contemplated in the design. The 


execution of the design may be found in Gen. 2:7, “And 


the Lord God formed man out of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into bis nostrils the breath of life; and man 
became a living soul.” . After the body was formed cut 
of the dust of the ground it was destitute of the living 
principle—the spirit of life—for ‘the body without the 
spirit is dead, being alone. (James 2:26) The lack was 
supplied by the impartation of the “breath of life” from 
God himeelf. 

There possibly may be in that word “breathed” some- 
thing more than simply toinflate the lungs with common 
air, for in John 20: 22 we read fhat our Savior breathed 
on his dieciples and said unto them, “Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost.” If breathing upon the disciples were a 
means of imparting to them a divine spirit, should it 
be thought a thing incredible for the infinite Creator of 
the universe to breathe into Adam, the ‘representation 
of his own personal éxistence, a spirit superior to the 
animals ? 

The diasimilarity in the description, as given by 
Moses of the creation of the earth and its organic king- 
doms with that of man, confirms me in the conclusion 
that man, for whom all these things were created and 
under whose supervision they were placed, is greater 
than all. That greatness consists of a refined and ele- 
vated organism with an expanding and comprehensive 
soul, 

The organism of man is indisputably so constituted 
that it admits of the exercise of a higher order of facul- 


ties than that of mere animals by which the immortal, 


spirit may contemplate thé spiritual as well as the in- 
tellectual and physical worlds, and comprehend the 
right and the wrong. To admit that the organism of 
man is superior to that of animals, which the materialist 
must do, and at the same time contend for an equality in 
their spirits, to me is trifling with logic. 

The apostle in I. Cor: 15: 39 declares all flesh is not 
the same flesh; that of man, of beasts, of fishes, and of 
birds all ‘differ, yet doubtless all possess spirits. Is 
it not possible that a wider difference may exist be- 
tween their spirite than their flosh when we consider 
their origin ? 

The whole history of the race of man corroborates 
the evidence given of his creation, showing conclusively 
his superiority over the animal race. The government 
of animals, in contrast of. that of man, differs as widely 
as earth and heaven, The animals are subject to the 


| results. 


rewarding the good but condemning and punishing the 
evil, All variations from thisrule, found in the Bible, 
are supplementary amneasties to meet the varying con- 
ditions of mankind as probationera, 

Sach beings only as pogsess a moral nature are capa- 
ble of understanding the spiritual demands.of a divine 
law—Sor the law is spiritual in its demands and in ita 
Its rewards and punishments can not be ap- 
preciated, therefore, only by beings possessing a moral 
sense of right and.wrong. And it is utterly impossible: 
to justify or condemn any being destitute of such in- 
ward, conscious knowledge, Mere animals are destitute 
of a mora! nature, hence no faculty to discern between 
good and evil; they are therefore eptirely destitute of 
moral volitions and can not be subjects of the divine 
government, 

Man is asubjact of that government because he pos-: 
sesses & moral nature and moral volitions; he is there-- 
fore more than an animal—he isa man, Ltrust the: 
position herein assumed, that immortalfty regards the: 
condition of spiritual beings rather than the substance: 
of their constitutions, is clearly substantiated by evidence: 
and argument now before us, 

I shall therefore proceed —secandly—to show from 
the divine record that there is nothing embraced in the 
subject before us that militates in any wise against the- 
sentiment that spiritual beings, or even the spirit of 
man, may not possess or epj»y immortality now in a 
restricted or scriptural senee, although it_is argued 
that the text itself, upon which we are commenting, is: 
a flat. denial of the doctrine for which we contend. Yet 
by close attentidn to the definition of the word “hath” 
it will be observed that its meaning is to possess, not to: 
exist, We should therefore understand from the 
premises that the Supreme Being possesses immortality 
in a pre-eminent degree, as it is written, “dwelling ix 
the light,” to which no man can approach, is an ex- 
pression of the loftiest grandeur of. absolute purity and. 
holiness of life. 

We should not be unmindful that continued existence: 
or immortality has reference to spiritual beings, for 
such only are exempt from corporeal death. Sach then: 
isthe peculiar state or condition of God himself, of 
Jesus Christ, of angels, and finally of tne spirit of man,. 
as it presently exists encumbered with the investments: 
of earth; for the human spirit dies corporeally only in re- 
spect to the body. 

But in order to convince the wavering of the truth of 
my position I must elicit testimony from the book of 
inspiration; yet argument or evidence upon points 
wherein we are all agreed, is superfluous; hence it is 
unnecessary to bring testimony to prove that spiritual 
beings are exempt from bodily dissolution, 

“God is a spirit” (John 4: 24); so is Jesua Christ (I. 
Cor, 15: 45); angels are (Heb. 1: 7). It only remains 
therefore for me to prove the immortality of the spirit 
of man, then the object for which this essay or sermon 
is written willbe accomplished. It is as clearly mani- 
fest from the Scriptures that the spirit of man is from 
God as it ie that the body.ie from the earth,. The lan- 
guage of Gen. 3: 19, ‘Dast thou art and unto dust shalt 
thou feturn,” is perfectly in keeping with Esol. 12: 7, 
“Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was, and 
the spirit shall return unto God who gave it.” 

Until it was announced to Adam; by his Maker, he 
was perfectly ignorant of the phyaical source. from which 
he originated; and more especially of his spiritual origin, 
and that ignorance remained with the race until dissi- 
pated by supernatural revelation. From that divine 
source we present the following’ testimotiy: Job 32: 8, 


“Man hasa spirit;” 26: 4, “That spirit came from God.” 


Moses says, “He is the God of the spizite of all flesh.” 
Nam, 16: 22; 

The writer to'the Hebrews says, “He | is the. Father of 
spirits” (12:9), The Apostle Paul et Athena admitted 
man’s spirit to be the offspring of God, for only in that 
light did the Athenian poets hold man to be.immortal. 
(Acts 17: 28.) -With-such evidence. before..us it is a8 
reasonable to conceive of the huniar soul as coming 
from God aé it is that the body orgiriated from the dust. 
Had the spirit of Adam been first. formed, and his or- 
ganism fitted to it afterward, and Evol. 12: 7 reversed to 
read thus, “Then shall the spirit returm to God (the 
source ofimmortality), and the body return tothe earth 
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as it was,” it oould not be presented in a clearer light frown of his Maker, and he is SonaEee and dies as 
spirits die.

It is admitted generally, I believe, that all beings who 
are subjacts of immortality have spiritual constitutions, 
or are formed of an elementary substance, and are 
therefore incapable of decomposition. Sach for instance 


‘are thé angels, and such the Savior now ie; the Supreme | spiritual light, for in that sense only was it spoken. If 


Baing is confessedly spirit, and is originally the source 
of all. spirits, and indirectly the origin of all. beings. 
That which emanated directly from: him»necessarily 
must partake of his natare ie a philosophical maxim; 
but whatever existed otherwise; primarily, was a mani- 
festation of his will by a fiat of his power. All be- 
ings are the effect of his power, but all beings do not 
emanate from the Supreme Being as the source of their 


existence. - 
The false logic so often arrayed against the immor- 


tality of the soul or spirit of man does not in the least 
affsct the evidence herein presented, only aa it conflicts 
with divine revelation. To contend thatan almighty 
being could not associate a spiritual intelligence with a 
human Organism, or create a materia! body of the dust of 
the ground for a tabernacle in which the untried spirit 
might undergo a probation, is preposterous in the ex- 
treme. And equally absurd is the idea that the spirit of 
man from necessity should be accounted a part of the Su 
preme Deity, because forscoth it emanated from bir. 
Angels undoubtedly are created spiritual beings from 
an immaterial substance, yet — process would not 
render them infinite. 

Angels are finits. Anything that proceeds. directly 
from God, having its origin in thet spiritual world, must 
be endless in its duration, hence immortal; such, there- 
fore, necessarily must be the nature and the destiny ef 
the spirit of man. 

From particular passages of Scripture like the follow- 
lowing: “To die is gain;’ “To depart.and be with Christ;” 
“To.be separate from the body and present with the 
Lord” (Pail. 1: 21-24; and IL Oor. 5: 8), and, finally, 
from the general tenor of the Bible, it appears clearly 
evident that a part of man denominated the soul or 
spirit had a separate origin, and will have aseparate des 
tiny in the event of corporeal death, or a dissolution 
would be impossible. 

Ia. the ordinary circumstances of mortality no record 
can be found in the Bible, nor even’ grounds of infer;
